blank and making an exactly correct report. 
We appreciate the expressions of helpfulness written by some of 


our busiest men. The year’s work was done as promptly as is possible, 


for an officer who is also the pastor of a parish of the smaller type, 
and was done as required. Sending out Parochial Report Blanks, and 
collecting the — preparation of the Clerical Register, revision of 
the Synodical Roll, preparation of the mailing list for the Minutes 
balancing and verifying of the reports of Congregations, ihe 
tabulation of the same for Dr. Keiffer, in addition to requests of com- 


mittees and boards of the Church for information, gives us something 


to occupy our spare moments.

the nineteen which responded, the data would indicate that all are 
striving for greater efficiency in their task of Religious Education. All 
seem to be anxious to meet requirements incident to a changing order 


and at the same time maintain historic customs ~~ have proven their 


merit. 
However your committee cannot help but feel that there is ‘some - 


thing wrong with the Parish Schools of our territory. Of the nineteen 


‘parish schools reporting, figures show that there is an enrollment of 
only 2,626, and the largest enrollment in any one school is only 152. 


The entire enrollment in our Synod is 5,452. The chairman of this com- 


_mittee is placing his own Parish School in the very front of those that 


need to be censured, and so, listen brethren, one and all. In the city of

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REPORT OF SYNODICAL COMMITTEE ON INNER MISSIONS. 

Synodical work and service among the Deaf Mutes is a new ven- 
ture for thie Kansas Synod. It has grown out of the service personally 
initiated and independently rendered locally by the Rev. E. C. Sibberson 
while pastor of our church at Topeka. This, our first report, is there- 
fore more detailed than hereafter may be needful. 

The Standing Committee on Inner Missions as appointed at the 
convention of Synod last year was composed of the Rev. J. O* Ensrud, 
D. D., of St. Joseph, the Rev. P. G. Tonsing of Atchison, and Mr. F. A. 
Johnson, Jr., of St. Joseph. Approximately two months later Dr. 
Ensrud resigned from the pastorate at St. Joseph and removed from 
the bounds of Synod. On July 3 the President of Synod appointed the 
Rev. W. E. Wheeler of Atchison in his place as a member and chairman 
of the committee. The committee immediately organized itself with the 
Rev. Tonsing as Secretary and Mr. Johnson as Treasurer. 

In keeping with the recommendations in the Supplemen Report 
of the Committce on Deaf work and Inner Missions adopted at the 
Kansas City convention, (See minutes page 32) the present committee 
met on July 16, 1929, with the Executive Secretary of the Board of Inner 
Missions of the U. L. C. and President McCulloch of Synod to devise 
and agree on a plan of procedure for the prosecution of the work. 
Practically all the items of the report just referred to were approved 
and adopted at this conference as the basis of the work for at least 


the first 


year. 

On July 26, 1929, the Rev. Sibberson was regularly called to be the 
full-time Synodical pastor of the Deaf Mutes. (I want to read a copy 
of the call particularly that you may know its definition of duties and 
conduct of the office.) Rev. Sibberson accepted the call effective Oc- 
tober 15, 1929, and since that date has given the work his zealous and 


The following is a resume of the pastoral activities of the Rev. 
Sibberson: Regular monthly services for the deaf mutes are held at 
Topeka, Emporia, and Chanute. Irregular services are held at six other 
points. We are happy to report that the Nebraska, German Nebraska, | 
Rocky Mountain Synods have officially endorsed our work and 
have promised hearty co-operation in our pastor's visitations,. The 
following cities and towns have been visited in the interest of the work, 
in many of which deaf mutes have been found and ministered to; In 
Kansas: Vilas, Valley Falls, Atchison, Nortonville, Eureka, Florence, 

, Russell, Hays, Bunker Hill, Excelsior, Iola, Wichita, Welling- 
ton, Greenleaf, Linn, Glasco, Hoisington, Fort Scott and Chaney. In 
Nebraska: Wolbach, Dunbar, Nebraska City, Lincoln, Fontaneéele, Au- 
burn, Johnson, Omaha, Walton, and Eagle. In 
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State institutions for the Deaf and Blind in both Kansas and 
Nebraska have been visited. Semi-monthly instruction in the sign 
language is being given to a class of 17 students in the Martin Luther 
Seminary at Lincoln, Nebraska, and also at Tabitha Home, and <on- 
tacts have been made with civic clubs and secular organizations. Pres- 
byterian, Episcopal, and Methodist, churches have been open to him. A 
number of Missouri Synod Churches have invited him to present his 
work to them. He has ministered to white and colored people and so 
far as the committee knows maybe some orientals. He has performed 
many ministerial acts, administered the Sacrament of the Lord's Sup- 
per at stated intervals, has had three weddings, two funerals and seven 
baptisms of adults. Inestimable service has been rendered the blind 
in many states through the “Talking glove.” A most outstanding work 
has been the organization of a deaf mute congregation at Topeka on 
March 14. What the status of this congregation shall be to the Synod, 
must be determined. This committee would like to have the matter 
referred to the Committee on New Congregations.
